REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Applicant's 
arguments concerning Steele failing to disclose or suggest a method where the welding 
wire contacts the workpiece by moving the welding wire towards the workpiece and, 
after contacting of the welding wire with the workpiece, moving the welding wire away 
from the workpiece to a fixedly pre-given or adjustable distance relative to the 
workpiece, all which is occurring during a welding process, have been fully considered 
and are persuasive. Therefore, allowance of claims 4-7 and 9-21 are indicated because 
none of the prior art of record teaches or fairly suggests a method for controlling a 
welding process using a melting welding wire and a welding torch with all of the 
limitations of independent claim 21 , particularly at least the limitation of carrying out at 
least one mechanical adjustment process during the welding to determine the position 
of the welding wire using the welding wire as a sensor; wherein, during the at least one 
mechanical adjustment process, contacting of the welding wire with a workpiece is 
effected by moving the welding wire towards the workpiece; and wherein, after 
contacting of the welding wire with the workpiece, the welding wire is moved away from 
the workpiece to a fixedly pregiven or adjustable distance relative to the workpiece. The 
other claims are allowable at least because they depend from an allowable independent 
claim.
